Bubonic Plague Death in Mexico. 
By the Associated Press. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., June 14.— 
The first fatality from the bubonic 
plague has oocurred in Cludad Vic- 
toria, Mexico, despite the precaution 
of a quarantine which was placed on 
Tampico, where the plague first ap- 
peared, it is reported in newspapers 
from Mexico City received here.

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A POLYANNA PEACE. 


The passage of the Knox-Porter resolution 
by Congress does not make peace with Ger- 
many. It does not affect the status quo a particle. 
That much is grudgingly admitted now. But it will 
“open the way for negotiations,” it is asserted, which 
is @ meaninglese and insincere statement, and the 
hope is fondly cherished that a psychological improve- 
ment will result from the fact that certain disturb- 
ing phrases will be rubbed off the statute books. 

Such a vain and childish hope might have been 
entertained by the “impractical, visionary, idealistic 
Wilson,” but it sounds strange on the lips of the 
hard-headed, realistic administration that special- 
izes exclusively in facts. The efficacy of abstract 
truth on material things, the influence of lofty aspi- 
ration on the mental processes of officialdom were 
easily prescribed by a doctrinaire, but what are we 
to think when a doctor of the G. O. P. school asks 
us to believe in charms, incantations and magic?

HEADQUARTERS OF MOUNT

CHILD SWIMMERS FROM 
PANAMA REACH NEW YORK

NEW YORK, June 14.—Twenty- 
two youthful, athletes, with straight 
brown legs and sturdy chests, rang- 
ing in age from 7 12 vears, have 
arrived in New York from the Pan- 
ama Cana!
